They also tend to correct 
many abuses prev alent in the past, 
such as cutthroat methods adopted by 
mills to secure supplies and indiscrimi­ 
nate mov ing of wheat to terminals. 
For all practical purposes the wheat 
business of the country is apportioned, 
and whenev er possible mills are sup­ 
plied from wheat in the territory near­ 
est them. 
This policy has for an ob­ 
ject the sav ing of waste in transpor­ 
tation. 
In another 
way sav ing is 
m ade: Formerly large quantities of 
undergrade wheats hav e been difficult 
to dispose of on account of unco-ordi­ 
nated purchase of the competing mills; 
but 
under Uncle Sam's domination 
each bushel of wheat must now go 
somewhere and the poorer wheat will 
mov e just as freely as the more de­ 
sirable grades. 


Limiting Millers’ Profits.

The Illinois miller who receiv ed the 


c a r l o f containing our bushel of wheat 
milled it promptly and shipped its flour 
to a port for exportation.

tration to make a fair profit, not ex­ 
ceeding a maximum of 25 cents per 
barrel on the llom» and a maximum 
profit of 50 cents per ton on the feed­ 
stuff« left ov er. 
All mills, howev er,

An Interesting feature of the war 
work, for it can no doubt be Included 
in the various activities lb behalf of 
the national government at the pres* 
ent time, is the determination of the 
children’s bureau in the department of 
labor to save babies and young chil­ 
dren. 
Preparation for what is called 
a “drive,” a word very much used in 
connection 
with all war work, has 
been in progress for several months 
and “Children’s Year” Is to begin 
April 6, the anniversary of the entry 
of the United States Into the wosld 
war. 
The bureau announces that its 
campaign is to save 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
babies and 
young children during the year, but 
this Is only a part of a big program 
for the welfare of .3 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
children 
under fifteen years of age in 
the 
United States. 
Investigation by the children’s bu­ 
reau has shown a lack of care and con­ 
sideration for the children, and that 
many babies die from lack of care 
and nourishment due in many cas^s to 
the poverty of the parents, but in most 
cases to the ignorance of the parents 
in the care of children. 
Childre n Be st Crop. 
Brigham Young, the noted Mormon 
prophet, once remarked that “Utah’s 
best crop is children,” 
He and the 
other Mormon pioneers went on the 
theory that population created wealth 
and that population was necessary, 
particularly in a new country. 
Scien­ 
tists of Germany have become alarmed 
on account of the decrease in the birth 
rate in that country and have pre­ 
dicted that a long continuation of the 
war will w'ork Germany’s ruin, not 
only because of the falling off of the 
birth rate, but because the lack of care 
and attention will result in the death 
of babies and young children. 
While it is true that a few thinkers 
and w-riters believe that the present 
war was caused by the overpopula­ 
tion of the earth, and that a check to 
the increase of population was neces­ 
sary In order to prevent future starv­ 
ation, the general run of scientists and 
publicists a re of the opinion that the 
more population a country has the 
richer it becomes, and that its wealth, 
prosperity and grandeur are measured 
largely by the number of people with­ 
in its borders. 
Consequently the en­ 
ergies 
of 
the 
people who 
interest 
themselves In the subject at all are 
bent 
toward 
preserving 
population, 
hence the children's year inaugurated 
in the department of labor for the 
purpose of saving the lives of 1 0 0 .0 0 0 
children for the future of the country. 
Dr. F. Truby King, a physician who 
has had a great deal to do with the 
development of the New Zealand so­ 
ciety for the health of women and chil­ 
dren, was in Washington a short time 
ago and stopped to confer with the 
welfare experts of the children’s bur­ 
eau in the department of labor. 
Dr. 
King Is on his w’ay to England to take 
charge of xpecial work In the English 
campaign for saving the lives of ba­ 
bies and he has visited a number of 
places in the United States for the 
purpose of making Inquiry into the 
conditions and methods of work in 
American eities. 
Most Could Be Sa ve d. 
“I see no essential reason why the 
United States should have an Infant 
mortality rate twice as high as that of 
New Zealand,” he told the officials of 
the children's bureau. 
“I fancy that 
with you, as with us. most of the ba­ 
bies who die could have been saved 
by proper care. 
Y'ou are losing, as I 
understand It, about one baby In every 
ten under one year old. 
It is not 
many years since we had in New’ Zea­ 
land an infant death rate almost as 
high as that, but we have brought It 
down until nowT w’e lose about one 
baby in twenty during the first year of 
: g-\ :<!'•’ - o fully erpoct to reduce It 
still further. 
I 
“The method is a fter all very simple. 
>We have a corps of nurses who are 
specially trained In the principles of 
child care and who are at the service 
of all mother* who wish to learn how 
to take care of themselves and how 
to take care of their babies. 
We 
have consultation centers to which 
mothers of all classes, come for ad­ 
vice, and we have hospitals where 
mothers and babies who ar^ slightly 
ailing stay a week or more for closer 
observation and special Instruction. 
“And then we have managed to 
make the care of children a topic of 
general Inrerest and discussion. 
Our 
work is now subsidized by the govern­ 
ment but its success depends largely 
Y>n the widespread popular support it 
has had from the beginning. 
Instructions in Hygie ne . 
“Your plans for a children’s year 
and the saving of 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
lives of chil­ 
dren under five years of age are ex­ 
tremely interesting. And such a reduc- 
1 tion In your mortality rate among 
i babies and young children ought to 
,be entirely possible. 
Of course, I be­ 


lieve it will depend primarily upon the 
success you have In making available 
to every individual mother absolutely 
authoritative, simple instructions in 
hygiene. 
For example, if such public- 
health nursing work as 1 have been 
seeing in your big cities could be ex­ 
tended throughout the country, that of 
itself would have immediate results. 
“We 
have 
learned 
in 
New 
Zea­ 
land,—and I suppose it is the same in 
this country—that it is not only the 
very poor mothers who need help and 
udvice. 
Onr society reaches alike the 
wives of professional men and the 
wives of laborers, and I fancy some 
such general campaign of education 
is equally needed in this country.” 


WOMEN TAKE PART IN 
THRIFT STAMP DRIVE 


Women many times have been class­ 
ed as the more extravagant, but the 
women right now in war times are 
proving to be the more economical and 
the more thrifty. In the campaign to 
push the sales of thrift stamps, the 
women of the country in many cases 
have not only done their own bit, but 
also occupied a great deal of their 
time inducing and convincing others 
of the necessity of buying the Thrift 
stamps with all their spare money. 
This daring member of the emergency 
drivers of Chicago has climbed fa r 
out on the ledge of this building to 
nail this poster in a prominent place 
calling upon other women to join and 
place their cars at the disposal of the 
organization to push the Thrift stamp 
campaign. 
These women are covering 
the city thoroughly and every passer­ 
by is made familiar with the Impor­ 
tance of the buying of the stamps, and 
they usually are convinced, for the 
women are determined talkers, and 
besides they arc boosting a sale that 
should need no boosting.

Muskrat flesh is to he recommended 
to the national food administration as 
substitute for meats now in use, ac­ 
cording to a report submitted to the 
Winona, Minn., chamber of commerce 
by focal trappers. According to the re­ 
port,

l.OOO.OOC 
pounds of muskrat flesh goes to waste 
annually in the upper Mississippi val­ 
ley. 
The trappers point out that the 
muskrat Is a clean animal, living on 
vegetable food, and the flesh, when 
properly prepared, can scarcely be dis­ 
tinguished from chicken. 
The meat has been offered for sale in 
Winona a t 5 to 7 cents a pound.
